GET NINETY DAYS FOR

ATTEMPTED EXTORTION

LEIII, May fi. Albert Snyder and

Harry Lee of American Fork were yes-

terday tried In Judge Beck'y court
on the chargo of blackmail and extor-
tion. Snyder entered a plea of guilty
and Lee was found guilty and the Jus-
tice sentenced each to pay a fine of ?90
or be Imprisoned In the county Jail for
ninety duys.

The big pumps at the head of Jordan
river are now sending 10 cubic feet of
water per second down the Jordan river
for the Salt Lake county farmers. W.

The
natural flow of the lake would have
supplied about 200 second feet during
the season, while the pumps supplied
400 second feet continuously for the
past three scusodb.
